Admiral Dewey alto desired the Insurgent

agents to explain that he was neither a poli-

tician nor conspirator, and that he strongly ob-

jected to giving the rabble any ehanoe to com-

mit excesses.
The insurgent agents, however, refnied to dis-

embark under any consideration.
It la said that the Spanish Commodore In-

formed the Governor-Gener- that ha had
better surrender In the Interest of humanity,

as it would be impossible to retlst suooestful
ly, at the same time adding that he was willing
enough to fight, and, it needs be, die.

When the Spanish flagship was halt shot
away and the Commodore himself wounded, he
still refuted to leave the bridge, and persisted

in his refusal until the vossel, burning

and sinking, hsd her stern shattered by a shell
which burst a steam pipe.

The Petrel chased a gunboat up the river for
some distance. Finding that ho was running

the ritk of capturo tha Spanish Captain came
oft In a boat under a flag of truoe to negotiate
conditions for the surrender of bit ship.

The Arnorlcen Captain replied that he mutt
surrender unconditionally or fight.

The Spanish officer replied: "lam willing to
fight, but please allow me to send for more am-

munition, because mine is exhausted." Need-

iest to tay this request was not granted.
After all the other Spanish ahlps had been

silenced tho crultorDon Antonio de Ulloa alone
continued hor fire. She appeared to be deter-

mined to dlo fighting. She went down with the
living and dead aboard of her.

Her decks were swept ot every living oreature,
but still her lower guns were fired defiantly
until her hull was riddled like a selre and she
went to the bottom, with the Spanish flag still
fluttering to tho breeze.

On the Belna Maria Cristlna over eighty were
killed.

After the battle was over and Admiral Dewey

was In possession he proposed that the existing
authorities should continue in office tempora-

rily under the American flag, pending the ter-

mination of the war.
Tho Spaniards delayed their decision and kept

cabling to Madrid. The Americans then re-

quested that they be allowed to uss the cable
for sending despatches to the United States.
This request was Immediately refused, where-
upon Admiral Dewey gave orders for the pick-

ing up and cutting of the cable.

When the despatch boat Hugh McCulloch left
the American squadron In Manila bay to con-

vey Admiral Dewey's despatches to this city for
transmission to the United States, some of the
forts which had not been silenced were still
keeping up a desultory, but ineffective
Are on the squadron. This style of warfare
Irritated the Admiral, and ho had sent an ulti-

matum to Gen. Augustl, the Captain-Genera- l,

warning him that It the fire was not stopped
immediately ho would Are on the city.

While the fighting was going on the insur-

gents, acting in cooperation with the American
fleet, had surrounded Manila on the land elds
and were exchanging a brisk: Are with the Span

ish garrison.
The British warship Ssmeralda. from Hong

Kong, arrlred at Manila while the battle was at
its height. An American cruiser was detached
from the squadron to meet and engage her. It
being thought that she was a Spanish vessel.

When it was found that she was British she was
warned to keep away. She therefor moved
twelve miles up the bay.

It Is now expected that the McCulloch will
wait at Mirs Bay for Anal Instructions from tho

American Government to Admiral Dewey. It
is anticipated that these will insist, by force it
necessary, that the Spanish officials shall accept
American suzerainty in order to avoid
the disturbance of the present administration,
the Insurgents being unite unfit to govern,
though the Americans will probably invito
their assistance in the capacity of advisers.

It is understood that President McKlnley will
lntltt that the Philippines shall not help Spain
in the war. If the Spaniards provo Intractable
the Americans must shift the administration of

the Islands.

The official papers captured from Admiral
Montojo Include the decision ot the council of
officers to mass ships and guns at Sublg Bay,
where there were better conditions for defence.

Admiral Dewey's rapid movements prevented
this plan from being effected. A victory would

have been very difficult in Sublg Bay, where the
narrow entrance and shoals and a strong shore
Are would greatly help the defence.

Early on the morning of May 2 (Monday)

the Petrel went within 000 yards ef the Ca

vite arsenal, where could be seen BOO seamen
armed with Mauser rifles, yet a white flag bad
been hoisted there the day before.

Commander Lamberton, who had been sent to

tako possession of the arsenal, could not under-

stand what tho Spaniards Intended to do. Be-

fore he left the Petrel he ordered Commander
Wood to keep his men at the guns, and If he did
not return In an hour to start tiring on the
arsenal.

Capt. Sostoa, who was next in rank to Mon-

tojo, mot Commander Lamberton at thelanding.
The latter told him he was surprised to see the
Spaniards armed, seeing that they had surren-
dered tho day before.

Capt. Sottoatsld that tbey had not surren-
dered, but had merely hoisted a white flag la
order to remove tho women and children to a
place of safety.

Commander Lamberton replied that when the
Spanish flag went down the white Asg went up.
That could only mean unconditional surrender.
Moreover, the women and children ought not
to have been there anyhow.

Capt. Sottoa said that the Americans came so
early that tbey had not been removed.

Commander Lamberton said that the Span-lard- s

mutt surrender tbelr arms and persons as
prisoners ot war or otherwise the American
ships would open Are bn them.

Capt. Sottoa sought to refer the matter to his
superior, but the American officer would not
permit him to do so. Sostoa asked for terms in
wrltllng.

Commander Lamberton wrote without further
delay that all the Spanlshoffioert and men mutt
be withdrawn, and that no bulldlnn or stores
must bo Injured.

Before returning to the Petrel, Lamberton
told Sostoa that it the white flag was not

on tho arsenal by noon the Americans
would Are on them.

The white flag was rebolsted at 10:45, but
when Lamoerton returned to take potstMon be
found that every seaman had been marched
ort to Mantis, taking all their rides with them.

Tho Governor refused on Monday evening to

Gen, Correa, Minister ot War, and Admiral
Bermejo, Minister of Marine, will tune orders
embodying the Cabinet's decisions regarding the
war operations.

The day bos passed quietly despite the re-

ceipt ot details ot the Spanish disaster at
Manila.

Tho chief Ministerial organ, El Oorreo, says

that the uneatlntss Increases, and that the
position of the Cabinet is dally becoming
more dlfflonlt. It adds that the extraor-

dinary Cabinet meeting which ooeupied

three hours, was entirely devoted to an exam-

ination ot the situation, The Council decided
to tend some vessels and reinforcements to tha
Philippines.

The Queen Regent Is much concerned over the
extent ot the reverses at Manila.

London, May 9. A despatch to the Time
from Madrid says that It is believed that a re-

construction ot the Cabinet Is about to occur.

COXMJSNTH OIT TUB BAXTZtC

Basllta Jenrnata Say the runt Was Oaa r tha
Haat xtamarkable la ffaval BteteTT.

Epttlal Calls Bttpateh to Tts Bus.

LoirpoH', May 0. Tho CAronfcIs this morning,
commenting on the reports received yesterday
of the battle ot Manila, says:

"The cruisers ot attack having the better
metal, the better training and the smarter ships,
their incomparable Anglo-Saxo- n seamanship
won. We gain no idea about the greater battles
of tho future between battleships. The advan-
tage here lay on the sldsot attack, because the
attack was confident, skilled and trained. The
Spaniards committed themselves to mere do-- f
once, and mere defence must generally be con-

ducted at a disadvantage.
"In a few days, if the Spaniards venture con-

clusions by uniting their Caps Verde and Cadis
squadrons off the Canaries and then tardily
proceeding westward, we may have a Aght In
the open sea which will throw some light on the
more intricate questions of modern war at sea,
but even then It must be remembered we shall
have hod mainly a cruiser Aght, not a combat
between full armored giants.

"We see traces ot a desire In high places at
Washington to bold the Philippines In perma-nanc-e

as an American outpost In the Far East.
That policy would certainly evoke no Jealousy
in England. This country does not covet the
islands. Her interests, as things are now

rather northward than sonthward
ot Hong Song. " For America (ha probl.m is not
one ot annexation, but ot responsibility for the

races which hare fallen away from
tL.I..I.IMKl. MI.II.lta.. M.1.IW '

In a leader this morning the Timta says that
Admiral Dewey's despatches furnlshod the
people ot the United States ample
material for rejoicing. It odds that
Dewey has done a piece ot work that will place
him on a lerol with his old chief, that sturdy
oldreaman, Farragut.

Continuing, tho paper says: "The destruc-
tion of the Spanish Aeet It as complete as nny
achievement recorded in naval annals. Ad-
miral Dewey showing himself worthy alike
Of tho great traditions of the navy of the United
States and his kinship with the race that pro-

duced Nelson, courageously set at naught the
menace of permanent defences and the possi-
bility of ternedoes and mines.

"The future of the Philippines is looming
larger every day In the imagination ot tho
American people. We repeat clearly and em-
phatically that it the United States Is prepared
toundertako the responsibilities of ruling the
great and rich dependency, which the Spaniards
appear incapable of holding, we shall welcome
that as the best solution of the problem for all
tho parties concerned.

"We do not pretend to ignore the difficulties
the Americans will have to encounter if they
make a choice that commits them to the perma-
nent maintenance ot a large naval power in
the Pacific. That will prebalby be the inevit-
able result In any case ot the defeat of Spain,
but if the United States is to become one of
the dominant naval forces in the waters
of the Paclflo it is obvious that the policy of
open trade, to which our Transatlantic kinsmen
are as much bound as we are in the far East,
wll) be enormously strengthened.

"We could not look with indifference upon
the acquisition of tho Philippines by either
Franco, Russia, or Germany, though we
have enough on our hands not to
increase our responsibilities in that quar-
ter unlets wo should be compelled
to do so in order to prevent the islands being
used to obstruct the development of open trade,
not only within, but far beyond their own
borders."

The Dattu Xew$ says; "The American com-
mander's despatches. In their conciseness and
modesty, accord with the best naval traditions.
What were tho oautet ot the extraordinary ease
and cheapness ot the American victory I Good
management, superior force, and the unreadi-
ness of the enemy. The victors carried the
whole Job through in a thoroughly workmanlike
manner. The discipline of the Amerlonn ships
was perfect. Many Spanish authorities and
some Independent critics thought this might be
the weak point on the American side. The ex
cellenco ot the American tactics and the superi-
ority of their marksmanship are likely to be
permanent factors in this war."

The Neva pays a tribute to the courage ot the
Spaniards, rank and AI6 alike. When they ones
woke up, It says, they " fought with desperate
bravery, which took no account of the superior-
ity of force against them. The battle ot Manila
was illumined by a splendid exhibition of
human courage and steadfastness In the face ot
odds. Spain may be one bt those nations whom
Lord Salisbury said had lost the art of living,
but her sons at least know how to die.

" We wish wo could thluk that Spain would
begin to feel that her honor was satisfied and
that she would retire from the hopeless con-
flict. We are afraid, however, that thtre will
be strong inducements in another direction.
The Government and people alike may naturally
be anxious to wipe out, it tbey can, such a
humiliation as is involved In the lots of their
Paclflo squadron. The only Justification for
tearing the Philippines so poorly defended
would be the desirability ot concentration else-
where. '

"Taking the whole Spahlth fleet together as
Itexllts.'it il not very unequally matched with
that ot the United Btates. It proves nothing
that the Spanish Ministers and people may say
that "some of our worte ships have been sunk
by better ships ot the enemy. Let us wait and
meet In more tquaW-ombatjv- nt see if fortuae
will not favor us.' ' '.

JH is possible that another great Utile may
now be in progress In tho West Indies. Until

such a battle has taken place, and unless It also
results in a crushing defeat for Bpaln, it will be
too soon to hope tor the beginning ot the end."

The Standard sayit "Evidently Commodore
Dowey has taken for his model for despatch
writing the laconlo British sailor ot famous
memory, who reported a declsivo victory in
the words: 'I engaged the enemy yesterday.
The captured ships are as per margin.' He
must have felt that it would be an error in
taste to enlarge much on the heroism of his
men, who, though tbey had faced somo of the
most terrible risks known In modern war, had
yet been much like a party ot sportsmen

in a battle.
" We recall no achievement where, in propor-

tion to the losses ot the conquerors, those ot the
defeated have been so appallingly different.
Eleven ships, certainly not strictly of modern
construction, but nevertheless carrying tor-
pedoes, quick-Arin- g and Armstrong and Krupp
guns, have been destroyed without being able to
kill even one roan employed in the work ot de-

stroying them. It reads more like a story ot
some coup d'dtat in which an unarmed mob has
been mowed down by an organized army than
like a great modern naval battle between civ-
ilized powers.

"It is becoming daily more evident that the
reason why tho home fleet remained In port,
chlofly In Cadiz, has been that it was In no con-
dition to put to sea. Unlets tho fleet lately at
St. Vincent is In a very different condition from
these vessels. It would have been sheer madness
for it to have attempted to cross tho Atlantic,
seeing that the whole American fleet can well
afford to concentrate against It, it necessary
abandoning for n Umo all other objects. It is
hard to believe that any Government at home
could have been so fatuous as to expose to de-
struction the ono active fleet Spain now has
left."

The Daily Graphic says: "There have been
engagements where the loss of tho vanquished
ttss greater, and where incompetency was
equally suspicious, but probably there was
never a battle whero so much damago was In-

flicted at so small a cost to the victors."

TUB EXPEDITION TO MANILA.

It la Bapeeted to Start frem San rraaelaea by
Salardar.

WABiUriOTOif, May 8. If tho best bopet and
plans of the Government are realized, the move-

ment of troops from both sides of tho, conti-
nent to engage in joint campaigns With tho
squadrons ot Admiral Dewey and Admiral
Sampson will begin before the end of the pros-ea- t

week. President McKlnley and the load-
ing officials of tho Government have been en-

couraged, elnce learning of the splendid vlo-tor- y

of our squadron at Manila, to believe that
the war can be brought to an end much sooner
than had before seemed possible. The confer-
ences of the President with the chiefs of the
army and navy administrations during tbe last
few days bare all been based on this belief. As
told in Tub 8uh this morning, tho War De-
partment has perfected plans for despatching a
largo military expedition to tho Philippines
immediately, and a conferenco was held yester-
day afternoon between Secretary Alger, Gen.
Miles, end the Adjutant-Genera- l of tho army
to discuss the project. That conference was
continued this afternoon at tho resldcnco of tho
Secretary of War and lasted for several hours.
Tho proceedings ot tho council of war
covered a much broader ground. Not only was
tbe Philippines expedition thoroughly discussed,
with the conclusion that the expedition will
probably start from Ban Francisco not later
than next Saturday, but tba proposed landing
of a large military rorv-Ti- tbe island of Cuba
occupied the attention of the army leaders for
some time.

For a week the Administration has hesitated
to carry out Immediately its intention to send
troopt to Cuba for tho purpose ot establishing a
base of supplies from which to distribute arms
to the Cuban Insurgents. Until the whereabouts
ot the Spanish fleet was determined, the Ad-

ministration doomed it unwiso to land a mill-tur- y

force in Cuba which might be Immediately
cut off from communication nlth the mainland,
and which, moreover, would require the ser-

vices ot Admiral Sampson's ships to Insure their
safo landing in the island. Since the Dewey
v!ctory;waa'ach!oved, however, tho Government
baa been strongly inclined to adopt a more ag-
gressive policy in Cuba, It hat been thought
best not to postpone tho campaign in tbe island
until the fall season, but to follow up quickly
tho advantage gained by our arms In tho far
East by striking a telling blow in Cuba. In
determining upon this step the army admlnls-tratlonhop-

that it may not be necessary to use
a large number of men In tho proposed in-

vasion, but that the Spanish power In Cuba may
be overthrown by short, swift action, such as
was used at .Manila, To carry out this plan the
Government stands greatly In need of troops
beyond the number which it can expect to
mobilize immediately. Tho Administration has
been proceeding on tho assumption that tha
volunteer army ot 125,000 men would not be
ready for service for several weeks, and no em-

barrassment was expected to result from tho
delar, for an Immediate extensive campaign by
the army was not anticipated.

Since yesterday, however, the Administra-
tion has been deviling means to got the volun-
teers into the field as rapidly as possible. Under
the neressity of having about 3,000 volunteers
immediately for the expedition to the Philip-
pines, it has bean found that troops from the
States ot Washington, Idaho, Oregon und Cali-

fornia can bo prepared for service within a
week. At the conference at Secretary Alger's
house it was proposed to hasten in every
way possible tbe recruiting ot troops In some
of the Eastern and Southern Statot so that thoy
may bo ready for early service In Cuba. Tbe
Government may find itself in great need of
sen for the campaign unless steps aro taken to
reinforce the limited number of regulars which
can be uted in the Cuban operations.

nUSIItMO MIEPARATIONS AT BAN PIUNOISOO.

Sav Fiuncibco, May 8. Tho authorities are
rushing every preparation for the expedition to
the Philippines, and it is hoped that 5,000 men
and big supplies of coal, food, and ammunition
will be on tbe way before May 10, the date now
set for departure. There are prospects that the
coal will be despatched dnrlng the early days ot
the week.

The steamers San Matto, Progreto, and Wil-

lamette are considered tbe mottsultablo for this
work, Tbe Ban Mateo Is now on her way to
Como for coal, and will probably, as soon as she
loads, be sent direct to the Philippines. The
other two are due with coal, and may be
ordered to prooeed Immediately to Manila Bay
to discharge their cargoes into tbe bunkers ot
Admiral Dewey's fleet.

The newly arrived steamships Leleenawand
Ohio, it is thought, will be taken by the Govern-
ment. These vessels, with tbe City ot Peking,
Australia, and City of Sydney, will carry the
flrtt batch of troopt.

Tbe California troopt are now all mobilized
at Presidio and ready to start at any moment.

morning at 7 o'clock tho California
quota of volunteers will be mustered into the
regular service. Steps have already been taken
to again recruit the National Guards to their
full strength, and it tbe Government makes an-

other call the men will be ready.
Gen, Mtrrlam will arrive here

WAsntNaroN, May 8. The great Interest and
enthusiasm In Washington over tho wonderful
victory ot Aotlng Rear Admiral Dewey, who
will not hear for sovoral days at least of hit
honorary promotion unless ho succeeds In re-
storing cablo communication betweon Manila
and Hong ICong, is as keen y as It was
yesterday. But intermixed with all tho rojolc-In- g

Is a feeling of anxiety in regard to tbe
division of tho North Atlantlo fleet under
command of Aotlng Hear Admiral Sampson,
which tailed from Key West before daybreak
on Wodnosday lost. Not that there is any ap-

prehension for tho safoty.of Admiral Sampson's
squadron, but a naval engagement betweon
that formation and tho strong Cape Verde
squadron of tho enemy is oxpocted at any time,
although thero Is apparently no definite infor-
mation in the possession ot tbe Govornment as
to the hereabouts of the Bpanlth shipt.

A despatch to The Son published this morn-
ing reported that tho cruiser Montgomery had
put into Capo Haytlon yesterday to get de-

spatches for Admiral Sampson and to send
advices to tbe Navy Department. If what was
hinted to Tun Sun reporter y is true.
Admiral Sampson may have received Important
instructions from tho department changing
those given htm when ho was at Key Wett.
The Sdk reporter was not told definitely that
the Admiral's ordors had boon changed, but as
much might bo lnferrod from what his Inform-
ant said. And this informant, by the way, is in
a position to know protty much of everything
that Is going on in the inner circles of tho Ad-
ministration about tbe conduct of tho war.

The Naval Strategy Board discussed In great
dotoil while tho Spanish squadron was at St,
Vincent and after it left that port on April 20
its probable destination and purpose. Thoro
seems to have been an unanimity of opinion In
the board that tho most feasible and probable
thing for the fleet to do was to attempt tbe

and destruction of tho Oregon and
Mariotta off tho eastern coast of Brazil, bctwoon
CapeSURoque and Para. The fact that Cape
St. Koque is tho nearest point to St. Vincent
where an inferior American naval forco could be
encountered governed the board In this matter.
Rear Admiral John G. Walker was thon a mem-
ber of the board, and It is understood that he
arguod in favor of recommending to tbe Presi-
dent and Secretary Long that somo of tho battle-
ships and armored cruisers of Admiral Samp-
son's fleot bo sent to moot the Oregon and
Marietta, to give them protection from tbe
stronger Spanish forco and accompany them on
tbe last s trotch of thoir long voyage to Key West.

Tho Strategy Board would not agree to make
this recommendation, however. Its plan was
embodied in instructions sent to Admiral Samp-
son, and the receipt of these was followed by
bis departure from Key West, leaving Commo-
dore Watson as tho sonior officer ot tho block-
ading squadron.

Admiral Walker had ceased to bo a member
of tbo Statcgy Board boforo theso instructions
n ere drawn and transmitted to Admiral Samp-
son. After his retirement from that body, and
perhaps even after the ordors under which Ad-
miral Sampson left Key Wett were drawn,
there was more discussion among the remain-
ing members ot tho Strategy Board about his
suggestion that a strong forco of Amer-
ican ships should bo sent to succor
the battleships and gunboats steaming
their northward course along the coast of
South America in the hope of outwitting the
powerful fleet ot the enemy. The lnforence
drawn from what was said by The Sun's In-

formant was that Admiral Sampson nould now
proceed southward until he fell in with tbe
Oregon and Marietta or tho Spanish fleet, or
would at loast wait for those American vossels
at some point not too romoto from San Juan to
enable the Cape Verdo formation to mako that
port without his knowledge.

Whether such orders were glvon to Admiral
Sampson originally or were delivered to the
Montgomery at Capo Haytlon yesterday, having
been sent there by telegraph after his departure
from Key West, is something the reporter docs
not know. But there Is reasonablo ground for
tjia bollet that Admiral Sampson has in visw
tho rescue of tho Oregon and Marietta from tho
Bpanlsh fleet without losing the advantage to be
gained by a position preventing the arrival of
tho enemy's naval force at such a strategic bass
as San Juan.

The Bpanlsh fleet has had ample time to reach
tbe radius of danger to tho Oregon and her con-
sort between Cape Bt. Roque and Para. De-

spatches were sent to Capt. Clark of the Oregon
at Rio de Janeiro tolling him all about the
danger he was in from interception by the
enemy. It is said that Capt. Clark was told to
uso bis own discretion in regard to further
movements, but there enn bt no doubt that be
was also instructed to namo a place where be
might be joined by other American ships, or
else such a place was Axed by the Navy Depart-
ment and tbe Oregon's commander Informed.

Press despatches from Rto tie Janeiro say that
the Oregon and Marietta left there on Wednes-
day last. The distance from Rio to St. Thomas
is 3,720 miles. At the rate of 13a knots an hour,
tho rate maintained by the Oregon and Marietta
in thelongrun up tho east coast of SoutbAmerlca
to Rio, It will take them twelve days to get to SL
Thomas. Accepting (he press reports ot their
departure from Rio as true, they cannot reach
St. Thomas before week. Admiral
Sampson could meet them, providing he main-

tains an equal rate ot speed, about a hundred
miles east of Barbadoes and about a thousand
miles from the limits ot the danger radius be-

tween Capo St, Roquo and lirs. Thus It will be
seen that tbo strong squadron under Admiral
Sampson cannot reach tbo Oregon and Mari-
etta baforo they leave tho waters within
which, according to tbo belief of the
strategists, they will be the most accessible to
attack by tbe Cape Verde squadron. All tbis is
based on the assumption that tho Spanish ships
will cross the track ot the two American war-
ships (which may have with them a third vossel,
the crnlter Buffalo, formerly the Brazilian dyna-
mite craft Nictheroy), between Cape St. Itoqus
and Para.

But there Is the strongest probability that
Cspt, Clark will fool the four big armorclads of
the enemy It they ore lying in bis expected
course. Hints given by naval officers con
Arm the suspicion that somebody Is going to be
mlohtily mistaken if tbe Orogon Is caught by
the Spanish ships on tho ordinary route between
Rio and tne West Indies, and eren If sbe Is
compelled to engage in battln with the Vlzcaya,
Oquendo, Colon, and Maria Tores, let alone the
throe destrojera supposed to ba with them,
many naval exports will be greatly surprised If
the crack tbootlug for which American seamen
are famous will nut throw t ha scale of battle In
favor of the Oregon, leaving tbo little unar-more- d

Marietta out of consideration.
The usual wild rumors which the Sunday

Madrid, May 8. A detDatch received byway
ot Labuan from tbe Governor ot the Philippine
Islands says that a though tho Americans are
matters at Cavlt6, they have not ventured to
land to attempt to capture Manila.

The Governor adds that he summoned a con-

ference of the authorities ot tho various prov-
inces and made a speoch to them exhorting
thorn to fulfil their duty to their King and
country.

The conference decided to ssnd tho leading
members of tbe lntular Govornment into tho
provinces to ratio the spirits of the people and
to arm nnd orgnnizo thom to resist tho In-

surgents, who ore mora activo than aver, ex-

pecting that they will receive assistance from
tho Americans,

Tho Governor relteratod his confidence that
ho would bb able to hold tho country agalnit
tho Americans. Ho declares that all tho troops
have retired to the country behind Manila, tak-
ing with them some artillery.

A late despatch from Manila via Labuan says
that the Spanish troops, when they retired from
tho city, took all the arms, ammunition, and
stores in the city with them.

The despatches received by tho Govornment,
cabled by way of Labuan, practically confirm
tho report mode by Comniodoro Dewey. They
admit that tho Americans are masters of Cavitd
and tho arsenal thoro, and aro maintaining the
strictest blockado of the harbor.

Tha Cabinet held a mooting lato last night, at
which the situation was fully discussed.

Another Cabinet meeting was held this even-

ing to consider the situation at Manila. It was
decided to pursue tho same energetlo action in
the Philippines as heretofore, and to concen-
trate all the available naval and military forces
to maintain the sovereignty of Spain.

Tho Governor of tbo Philippines, Gen. Augus-
tl, puts the Spanish casualties In last Sunday's
engagement at 018 killed and wounded. He
tays that the losses were all on board the war-
ships.

MADRID, May 8. At tbo Cabinet meeting here

Morro Castle, Havana, had driven off an Ameri-
can cruiser after having badly damagod her.

Two American war-
ships which were pursuing a fishing schooner
approached the Havana batteries and were
tired on, whereupon both rotirod. The schooner
entered tho port without furtbor molestation.

A state of siege has been proclaimed in tho
provinces of Castellon and Jaen.

Havana, May 8, via Jamaica. The batteries
at Vedido this morning ftrod on two American
cruisers which wero chasing a fishing schooner.
